Control Objectives

1. Provide for the safety of firefighters and general public by adherance to the 10 standard fire orders, 18 watch-out
situations, in addition to maintaining direct and clear communications with all incident personnel and the general
public.

2. Keep fire contained west of US Highway 264, south of US Highway 64 and east of Milltail Creek.

3. Coordinate with Dare Emergency Mangement Coordinator to initiate evacuation if fire threatens the village of
Stumpy Point.

4.  Continue to monitor traffic conditions on US Hwy 264. Maintain 24 hours LE presence at designated areas to
provide for immediate closure, if needed, for escaped fire.

5. Make appropriate notifications to NCDOT, EM, NC State Highway Patrol, USFWS and D13 operations for
predicted “superfog” or dense smoke events.

6. Continue to implement written Water Handling Plan.
7. Ensure that suppression & containment strategies on FWS property follow minimum impact suppression tactics.

Escalation of tactics should consider amount of progress being made with current tactics, and the likelihood of
those tactics being successful.

Management Objectives

1. Keep general public & local officals in affected counties, as well as incident stake holders informed of fire status
through situation updates and personal contacts.

2. Provide for accurate cost tracking and documentation of incident in accordance with IBH (Incident Business
Handbook) procedures.

3. Emphasize cost containment through continual assessment of personnel and resource needs to provide correct
staffing of incident.

Weather Summary: High pressure will remain through the end of the week. A weak area of low pressure and cold
front will pass through Saturday night and Sunday. Another area of high pressure will settle into the region for the
beginning of next week.

Today will be Mostly Sunny. High temp 80, Minimum RH 38%. 1 hour fuel moisture — 8 %. NE winds 9-11G15

General Fire Behavior: The fire made its last run on Monday May 23" burning approximately 3,000 additional acres. It
laid down in pocosin fuels with an over story of Pines. Since that time smoldering ground fire has been observed along
with active fire creeping in the litter and flare-ups that die back down. The fire has burned actively in green and cured
fuels. Lofting embers have been observed with some spotting. The fire will continue to be active today with increased
drying and lower relative humidity.

Specific Fire Behavior

Alpha, Bravo — Mostly cold perimeter with some interior backing ground fire. Remaining ground fire in this division may
require additional attention in the future if it continues to back toward the SW perimeter.

Charlie, Delta, Foxtrot — Smoldering ground fire on the perimeter along Long Curve Road will be active today. Low
humidity may “wake up” pockets of ground fire that have not been extinguished through pumping operations.

Mike, November, Oscar - These three divisions contain the most active fire, mostly ground fire in the interior and along
the perimeter of these divisions. There is also active fire creeping in the litter of these divisions with occasional flare-ups
that die back down. Green fuels will continue to burn and cured but unburned fine fuels will also reburn causing flare-
ups. Lofting embers along perimeters may cause spotting into unburned fuels. North winds will put pressure on Jackson
Road. Shading of fuels and partial to full sheltering from the wind should contribute to containment efforts. The fire
should be active today with the forecasted weather conditions. Probability of ignition continues to rise.
